Sangir Island, 

And Village After Village Sicks Oul 
of Sight

Victohia, I?. C, Aug. 1. —Without any 
warning signals, without any sign 
whatever of impending disturbance, tht 
QnMMlg Arrxi voIcbiio, on Great Sangir 
island, in the Malay Archipelago, blazed 
forth on June 7, and within twenty- 
four hours the whole of the prnsperuus 
burrounding country was devastated. 

The island is one of a chain of 
Islands, near the Philippines. The 
first report of the eruption was heard 
about H o'clock in the morning, and 
for four hours there was one con- 
tinual stream of Are and ashes. After 
a slight relaxation a flood of fire again 
began, eontinuing two days. The co- 
coariut plantations, which covered the 
whole mountain side, were completely 
destroyed. 

Terrific thunder-storms had followed 
each earthi|uake. Whole villages are 
submerged and cocoa and nutmeg 
plantations everywhere arc ruined In 
the northern part of the island lava 
streams ucre rutining with terrific 
force Among other villages completely 
Obliterated was that of Tokeam, famed 
for it- beauty and wealth 

The loss of life la something fright- 
ful, but no accurate estimate of it can 
yet be made. Some place it as high at* 
10,000. A thousand bodies have been 
picked up on the shore and many were 
found floating in the sea 

The whole island is completely de- 
vastated, and, although the violent 
eruption has ceased, volumes of smoke 
are rising, accompanied by steam and 
nshes. The lower land and valleys are 
covered with lava, which is still pour- 
ing down, while cracks in the mountain 
have , ipeued. emptying volleys of steam, 
stories and mud 

Property worth millions upon millions 
is destroyed forever. For many years 
the inhabitant* of Sangirs Island, liv- 
ing within the shadows of a dormant 
crater, had tilled the soil and prospered, 
their chief industry being the growing 
ot nutmegs, eoconnuts and grapes, the 
product being regularly shipped 
abroad Providence, with a climate 
equaling, if rot snrpaardng, that of 

Italy, and a soil needing little cultiva- 
tion makes it profitable. With no po- 
litical or national disturbances the 
seml-savage natives were gradually be- 
c iming civilized. The villages and

A balance of trade may be paid in 
money, or in goods and services. Kither 
mode of payment inures to the profit of 
the country in whose favor the balance 
exists. 

If the payment be in g 1- or serrl- 

ees. then the debtor Nation must bestlf 
itself to semi these goods, whether of its 
own or of foreign production, or per- 
form those services. As a conseijueiice, 
we get more foods for less money than 
we would get were there no favorable 
balance. 

The beaefleiaJ effect of a payment in 
cash need not he explained Money, it 
is true, is u»t consumable, it cannot be 
eaten or worn, but it has a far more 
important function. Money is the life 
of trade. Where money is plenty busi- 
ness is active and enterprise awake. 
Where money is "tight" industry stag- 
nates. 

So our country should welcome a 
favorable balauce of trade, and it should 
welcome the American policy of Pro- 
tection, the only policy that has given 
us a favorable balance in the past or will 
give it in the future.
